6.1. KPT was requested to furnish the parcel size of the? vessels estimated to handle the 

different types of cargoes. The port was also requested tp explain how the berth hire rate per hour 
per GRT was arrived at at Re.0.02. it was also pointed out to the port that the capital cost of the 
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scheme amounting to Rs.626.05 crores stated in its tetter dated 7 August 2008 differed from the 
capital cost mentioned in its proposal dated 12 June 2008. In an officer level meeting held on 18 
August 2008, it emerged that KPT while calculating the berth hire had initially included Rs.48.62 
crores (cost of berth apron and approach) twice, once in the civil construction cost and again in the 
berth construction cost. 

6.2. KPT furnished the parcel size of the vessels and the average GRT of the vessels 

under different cargo groups vide letter dlated 14 August 2008 By letter dated 28 August 2008, KPT 
also furnished a copy of the block estimate detailing the capital cost of the four berths at Rs.658.69 
crores. It was observed that the increase in the estimated cost from Rs.626.05 crores to Rs.658.69 
crores was due to the addition of 16 forklifts, 8 forklift trucks, 12 payloaders and the cost of laying road 
/ rail tracks. 

7.1. A joint hearing was held on 20 June 2008 where the KPT and the users/short listed 
bidders were present and made their submissions. At the joint hearing, KPT was advised to furnish 
the following additional information to enable this Authority to finalise the case: 

(i) . Revised calculation of upfront tariff. 

(ii) . Commodity wise tariff caps. The port should bear in mind the coastal tariff policy 

while proposing the commodity wise rate. 

(iii) . The list of services to be offered against different tariff elements. 

(iv) . The existing cost to users for handling different commodities. 

7.2. KPT by letter dated 12 September 2008, submitted revised statements for the 
calculation of operating cost, berth hire charges and capital cost. It also furnished category wise tariff 
cap, proposed rates for foreign / coastal cargo and a statement showing category wise existing 
handling rates and proposed tariff cap. In the revised block estimate submitted, the capital cost of the 
project was increased to Rs.701.76 crores. It is observed that the capita) cost increase from 
Rs.658.69 crores to Rs.701.76 crores is due to updating the cost of construction of the quay and 
transit area (Marine Civil Work) and reclamation of open stack ground and back-up area with revised 
rate analysis. 

8. The proceedings relating to consultation in this case are available on records at the 
office of this Authority. An excerpt of the comments received and arguments made by the concerned 
parties will be sent separately to the relevant parties. These details are also available at our website 
http://tariffauthority.gov.in 

9. With reference to the totality of the information collected during the processing of the 
case, the following points emerge for consideration: 

(i) . Although the KPT has requested this Authority to fix upfront tariffs for the four 

multipurpose dry cargo berths, it was clarified to the port that as per clause 2.2 of 
the Guidelines for upfront tariff setting for PPP Projects at Major Port Trusts of 
February 2008 the tariff caps to be prescribed now would not only be applicable to 
the project of the four multipurpose dry cargo berths but would also be applicable to 
all the projects bid out subsequently for identical cargoes at the Kandla Port during 
the next five years. KPT in its letter dated 7 August 2008 has informed that its 
proposal may be considered as a port specific proposal for upfront tariff setting under 
Guidelines for upfront tariff setting for PPP projects at Major Port Trusts 2008. 

(ii) . In general, the KPT has followed the guidelines for upfront tariff setting vide 

Notification No.TAMP/52/2007-Misc. dated 26 February 2008 issued by this Authority. 
Some deviations observed are discussed below: 

(a). As per the norm for calculation of the capital cost, 5 % of civil and equipment 
cost has to be considered as miscellaneous cost to provide all other facilities 
required for operation of the berth including upfront payment, interest during 
construction and working capital margin. KPT has not included in the capital 
estimate the provision of 5 % of civil and equipment cost towards 
miscellaneous cost. 
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(o). ■ AS per the gufelblines, Under dry bulk cargo handling, rates have been 
-specified for only (i). food grains and fertilisers and (ii). coal, limestone 
minerals'etc. KPT has proposed an additional Cargo group 'other dry bulk’ 

• • With't handling rate 4505 tonnes per day based* on the actual handling rate 

' of this commodity during 2007-08. 

(c) . ' Deprddiatton, as per the guidelines, shotild be calculated following the 

■ = Straight Lihe Method Sift prescribed in the Companies Act. KPT in its original 

proposer has calculated the depreciation following the Straight Line Method 
as per the life norms prescribed by the Ministry of Shipping, Road Transport 
and Highways (MSRTH). On being pointed out the specific provision in the 
r guidelWes, KPT has revised the-cateuTation of depreciation in line with the 
■ guidelines. ' • '• •" • : • 

(d) . For fdddgraine arid-herfll^ers, the norm for cargo handling rate is 10,000 

tonnes per day for vessels of more than 30,000 tonnes parcel size and 7,500 
tonnes per day for tower parcel size, vessels. The parcel size of the vessels 
estimated by KPT to handle fbodgrains and fertilisers is 24,000 tonnes. For 
n this- Cargo group, while arriving at the optimal capacity, the port has 
cbriStdbred the haricflihg rate as 10;000 tonnes instead of 7,500 tonnes per 
day prescribed in the norms. 

(e) For coal, limestones, minerals etc, the norm for cargo handling is 10000 
tonnes per day for vessels of all parcel sizes. The port has considered the 
handling rate at 7500 tonnes per day. 

(f) . While initfall/estimating the dperating cost of the multipurpose dry cargo 

v berths, the port, in addition to 1% of the aggregate cost of construction of 

berth and dredging as'spacifted' ki. the. norm, had also included (a), 
depreciation at 2% of the fixed assets and (b) the cost of maintenance 
dredging bated-on the yearly expenditure oit this count it incurs presently. 

KPT has subsequently revised working by considering repairs and 
maintenance cost of berth, insurance and depreciation at 1%, 1% and 3.34% 
respectively of the Capital cost. Although as per the norms the operating cost 
of the berth has fo be restricted at T% of the capital co9t, the fact remains 
that the assets created require appropriate insurance cover and the value of 
the assets is bound to depreciate due to wear and tear. Hence, as has been 
considered While fixing the upfrbnt tariff at other ports, the elements of 
insurance and depreciation respectively in the operating cost at 1% and 
3.34% of the capital cost are allowed for determining revenue requirement for 
the berths. In this connection it Is rfoteworthy that clause 3.6 of the guidelines 
fof upffont tariff-setting for PPP projects enables this Authority to decide on a 
particular Item of expenditure, fdr which norms are hoi Explicitly prescribed in 
the guidelines. . 

(g) As per norm, the terminal should have iftter alia 3 Nos. level luffing wharf 
cranes of 20 Tonne capacity with grab 7 hook attachments. Instead, KPT has 
proposed 2 Nos. of 25 Tonne CrattesEhd one 50Torifie crane. 

(Hi), (a). The optimal capacity Of the multipurpose dry cargo ttertfi has been assessed. 

by KPT as 14;98,426 MT (rounded of to 1.50 million tonnes) taking into

15,00,458 metric tonnes as against the capacity*of'14,98,426 metric tonnes 
: arrived at by KPT. In view thereof, this - Authority considers the optimal 

*'■ capacity at 1.5 million tonnes. • iv 
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(b). The KPT in its initial proposal dated 12 June 2008 estimated a capital cost of 
Rs. 126.34 crores which would include cost of berth apron and approach, 
storage yard, roads, rail tracks, buildings, mechanical equipment cost, etc 
including a provision of 10% for escalation. The port subsequently revised 
the capital cost to Rs.134.17 crores due to addition of few equipment and 
updating of earlier estimates. KPT has confirmed that the cost estimates are 
based on the prevailing market rates or the accepted rates for similar works. 
As such, except to the extent referred to in para 9 (ii) (a) above the revised 
cost estimated by the port is relied upon for fixing the upfront tariff. 


(c). Based on the revised details received from KPT under letter dated 12 
September 2008, the earlier calculations of KPT have been suitably corrected 
with reference to the capital cost and operating cost While revising the 
earlier calculation, the KPT has effected following changes: 

(i). Operating cost for cargo handling : 



(a). 

The unit rate of fuel has been revised from Rs.36 per litre to 
Rs.40.27 per litre based on the current prevailing rate. 


(b). 

The depreciation on civil structure has been computed on life 
of 30 years. 


(c). 

The depreciation on cranes, forklift and other electric 
equipment has been provided at 10.34% p.a as provided in 
the Companies Act considering 3 -shift working 

(ii). 

Ooeratina cost for berth maintenance: 


(a). 

Expenditure on insurance at 1% of the capital cost has been 
considered. 


(b). 

Maintenance dredging expenditure considered separately is 
removed since the norm for operating expenditure is deemed 
to include expenditure on this account also 


(c). 

The depreciation has been allowed taking the life as 30 
years. 

A statement, attached as Annex-I gives the revised computation of upfront 
tariff in respect of the multipurpose dry cargo berths as furnished by KPT 
which is relied upon in this analysis. The statement reveals that after 


providing ROCE of Rs.2254 lakhs at 16% on a capital base of Rs. 14088 
lakhs and taking the operating cost at Rs.2415 lakhs, the annual revenue 
requirement from cargo handling operation as Rs.4669 lakhs Although as 
per the norms, the port has apportioned this revenue requirement among 
cargo handling charges, storage charges and miscellaneous charges in the 
ratio of 90:5:5, it had not initially proposed the commodity-wise tariff caps. As 
a sequel to the advice given at the joint hearing, the port furnished the 
commodity-wise tariff caps under its letter dated 12 September 2008 While 
considering the commodity wise tariff caps, KPT has, however, assumed that 
the berth will be exclusively used by specific commodities group throughout 
the year. The commodity wise tariff cap has been revised taking into 
consideration the percentage share of cargo expected to be handled under 
each cargo group and the handling rate provided as per the norm which are 
relied upon to determine the capacity. Considering the different handling 
rates of the various commodities as per the norm and to meet the revenue 
requirement of Rs.4202 lakhs (90% of Rs.4669 lakhs stated above), the unit 
cargo handling charges have been worked out. A statement detailing the 
calculations has been attached as ‘Annex IT. The corresponding 
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concessional coastal rate as per the Government Policy has also been 
derived. 

(e) The upfront tariff cap of handling charges should indicate the array o[ 
services to be provided for which the operator can levy the tariff prescnbeci It 
is admitted that listing out all the services comprehensively is difficult at this 
juncture as such services are provided by different agencies other than the 
Port Trust today. But, it is expected that the private terminal operator should 
provide all such services comprehensively. At the instance of this Authority, 
the KPT has furnished the various services being provided at the port. Based 
on the information furnished, the coverage of service against levy of cargo 
handling charges is indicated in the upfront tariff schedule. 

ffi As per the Guidelines, Storage charge is leviable for storage of cargoes at 
the transit area beyond the allowable free period of 5 days for import cargo 
and 15 days for export cargo. The port has arrived at the revenue 
requirement for storage charges, but it has not proposed levy of any charges 
for the cargo that may remain in the transit area after the admiss'bfo free 
period. The revenue requirement of Rs.233.50 jakhs (5% of Rs.4669 lakhs) 
towards storage charges has to be met from the cargo that may remain after 
the permitted free period of 5 days for import cargo and 15 days for export 
cargo. This target can be achieved by prescribing a charge of Rs.lOK 
Rs 15/- and Rs.20/- per tonne respectively for storage between 6 to M 
dav 13 th to 19 th day and 20 th day and beyond in respect of import cargo and 
for storage between 16 m to 22"“ day, 23 rd to 29 th day and 30 day and beyond 
in respect of export cargo. The slabs on weekly basis can be convenien y 
adopted in this case also as a similar tariff structure is available in the 
existing Scale of Rates of KPT. 

(a) The revenue requirement towards miscellaneous charges also works out to 
Rs.233.50 lakhs (5% of Rs.4669 lakhs). For meeting the expenses not 
covered under cargo handling and storage charges, a tariff cap of Rs.15.56 
per tonne is approved as miscellaneous charges, as proposed by the Port. 

(h) The port had initially estimated the construction cost of the berth at Rs.9451 
lakhs with berth cost Rs.7636 lakhs, capital dredging Rs.543 lakhs, and 
contingencies, establishment and escalation charges at Rs.1272 lakhs, e 
construction cost of the berth has been subsequently amended as tee cost of 
berth apron and approach had already been considered under the cost of 
civil construction. The revised construction cost of the berth is, therefore, 
reported at Rs.4126 lakhs. 

/ , 

/h Considering the repairs and maintenance cost, insurance and depreciation at 
1% 1% and 3.34% respectively of the capital cost, the operating cost per 
berth works out to Rs.220 lakhs. After providing ROCE of Rs.660 lakhs at 
16% on tee capital cost of Rs.4126 lakhs and taking tee operating cost at 
Rs.220 lakhs, the revenue requirement for multipurpose cargo berth 
operation works out to Rs.880 lakhs. 

(iv) As per clauses 4.3 and 6.1.2 of the tariff guidelines notified in the Gazette of India on 
31 March 2005, concessional tariff has to be prescribed for coastal cargoes (othe 
than thermal coal and POL including crude oil, iron ore and iron ore pallets) and 
coastal vessels which should not exceed 60% of the normal cargo / vessel relate 
charges. KPT initially had not proposed any coastal rates. As the multipurpose 
cargo berths will handle bote foreign and coastal vessels it is necessary to provide 
concessional coastal rates bote for cargo and vessel related charges. 

(v) It is observed teat the unit rate of berth hire of Re.0.02 per GRT per hour amvedatby 
KPT in the initial proposal would not meet with the estimated revenue requirement for 
the berthing operation. In fact, tee approach followed by the port fora^ingatthe 
unit rate of berth hire to meet with the target revenue is not corr ect-The methodology 
in arriving at tee per GRT per hour charges has been modified by dividing tee 
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revenue requirement by the total GRT hours. The detailed computation of upfront 
berth hire of the multipurpose cargo berths is attached as Annex-Ill. The 
modifications have resulted in changes in the per GRT per hour berth hire tariff from 
Re 0.02 to Re 0.94. Normally vessel related charges for foreign going vessels are 
denominated in US dollar terms by converting the rupee value to dollar terms by 
applying the Re-Dollar exchange rate prevailing at the time of notification of the 
relevant tariff order. This Authority while finalising the upfront berth hire rates for the 
iron ore and coal berths of the Paradip Port Trust vide order No. TAMP/18/2008-PPT 
dated 12 August 2008 has, however, taken the view that this approach is not 
appropriate in the upfront tariff cases which will have a validity of 30 years. It was 
then decided that applying a WPI based escalation on a foreign currency is not 
correct as the foreign exchange variation over the next 30 years cannot be predicted 
and in case of any abnormal variations, either the users or the operator will have to 
bear the incidence, depending on which side the appreciation takes place. As was 
decided in the case of Paradip Port Trust, the upfront berth hire charges in respect of 
the KPT's multipurpose cargo berths will be denominated in Rupee term only. KPT 
has estimated that 10% of the vessels calling at the berths would fall under coastal 
category. To meet with the revenue requirement of Rs.880 lakhs per annum, the rate 
for foreign going vessel will be Re.0.98 per GRT per hour and the corresponding 
concessional coastal rate will be Re.0.59 per GRT per hour. 

10.1 As per clause 2.8 of the Guidelines, the tariff caps will be indexed to inflation but only 

to an extent of 60% of the variation in Wholesale Price Index (WPI) occurring between 1 January 
2008 and 1 January of the relevant year. Such automatic adjustment of tariff caps will be made every 
year and the adjusted tariff caps will come into force from 1 April of the relevant year to 31 March of 
the following year. 

10.2. As specified in clauses 2.9.1. and 2 9.2. of the guidelines, before commencement of 
commercial operations, the private operators shall approach this Authority for notification of the Scale 
of Rates containing the approved ceiling rates and the statement of conditions, as required under 
Section 48 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963. 

10.3. As per clause 3.8.5 of the guidelines, if any question arises requiring clarifications or 
interpretation of the Scale of Rates and the statement of conditionalities, the matter shall be referred 
to this Authority and its decision in this regard will be binding on the operators. 

10.4. The performance norms for the projects should be clearly brought out in the bid documents. 
The private operators are expected to perform at least at the performance norms brought out in the 
bid document/concession agreement. 

10.5. The actual performance of the private operators will be monitored by this Authority. If any 
complaint regarding quality of service is received, this Authority will enquire into such allegation and 
forward its findings to the Kandla Port Trust. If any action is to be taken against the private operators, 
the Kandla Port Trust shall initiate appropriate action in accordance with the provisions of the relevant 
Concession Agreement. 

10.6. During the commercial operation at the terminal, within 15 days from the end of every 
quarter, the private operator shall submit to this Authority through the Kandla Port Trust a report 
containing the terminal’s physical and financial performance during the preceding three months. 

11. In the result, and for the reasons given above and based on a collective application of 

mind, this Authority approves the upfront tariff schedule for the multipurpose cargo berths at Kandla 
Port Trust which is attached as Annex - IV.

(i) . The period of berth hire shall be calculated from the time vessel occupies the berth. 

(ii) . Berth hire includes charges for services rendered at the berth, such as occupation 

of berth, rubbish removal, cleaning of berths, fire watch, etc. 

(iii) . No berth hire shall be levied for the period when the vessel idles at its berth for 

continuous one hour or more due to breakdown of terminal operator's equipment or 
power or for any other reasons attributable to the terminal operator. 

(■ v )’ ( a )- Berth hire shall stop 4 hours after the time of vessel signaling its readiness 

to sail. 

(b) . The time limit of 4 houfs prescribed for the cessation of berth hire shall 

exclude the ship’s waiting time for want of favorable tide conditions, 
inclement weather, and due to lack of night navigation. 

(c) . The master / agent of the vessel shall signal readiness to sail only in 

accordance with favorable tidal and weather conditions 

(v). The Penal Berth hire shall be equal to one-day's (24 hours) berth hire charge for a 
false signal. 

“False signal" would be when the vessel signals readiness and asks for a pilot in 
anticipation even when she is not ready for un-berthing due to engine not being 
ready or cargo operation not completed or such other reasons attributable to the 
vessels. This excludes the signaling readiness when a vessel is not able to sail due 
to unfavorable tide, lack of night navigation or adverse weather conditions. 

CARGO HANDLING CHARGES: 

The cargo handling charges shall be payable on the manifested cargo directly by the 
importer of cargo at the rates specified below:

The handling charges prescribed above is a composite charge for (i) unloading of the cargo 
from the vessel including stevedoring and transfer of the same upto the point of storage, 
storage at the stackyard upto a free period of 5 days and loading on to trucks in respect of 
import cargo and (ii) unloading of the cargo from the trucks at the stackyard, storage at the 
stackyard upto a period of 15 days, transfer the cargo to the loading point and loading onto 
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the ship including stevedoring. This composite charge includes wharfage and supply of 
labour, wherever necessary. 

4. STORAGE CHARGES: 

The storage charges for the cargo stored in the stackyard beyond the free period allowed 
shall be as below;

(i) . Five free days for import cargo and fifteen free days for export cargo shall be 

allowed. For the purpose of calculation of free period, Customs notified holidays 
and Terminal's non- working days shall be excluded.' 

(ii) . Storage charges shall be payable for all days including Terminal's non- working 

days and Customs notified holidays for stay of cargo beyond the prescribed free 
days.

6. GENERAL NOTE TO SCHEDULE (2) TO (5) ABOVE: 

The tariff caps will be indexed to inflation but only to an extent of 60% of the variation in 
Wholesale Price index (WPI) occurring between 1 January 2006 and 1 January of the 
relevant year. Such automatic adjustment of tariff caps wil| be made every year and the 
adjusted tariff caps will come into force from 1 April of the relevant year to 31 March of the 
following year. 
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
